Nov. 22.—A Federal 
court jury convicted Jack Russell, 
39, O klahom a desperado, of 
kid­ 
naping and killing W illiam Scott 
H am ilton, 23, A rkansas City, K an., 
salesm an, and 
recom m ended 
the 
death penalty today. 
T he jury reached its verdict after 
8 hours and 33 m inutes of delibera­ 
tion. at 6:52 a. rn., and returned 
it before Judge Charles E. W ood­ 
w ard shortly thereafter. 
A choice of acquittal or convic­ 
tion, with c r 
w ithout 
the 
deatn 
penalty recom m endation, was before 
the jurors. In terru p tin g their de­ 
liberations once at m idnight, they 
requested an d received a copy of a 
26-page statem ent 
Russell 
made. 
and which was read a t the trial, re­ 
lating details of the crime. 
Russell fled from the O klahom a 
state prison at McAlester, 
where 
he was serving IO years for rob­ 
bery. last July ll and during the 
ensuing week 
kidnaped 
H am ilton 
near P ittsburgh. K an., and killed 
him. he adm itted, near Ringwood, 
111., July 14. 
He was recaptured in a tourist 
cam p near Cass, Ark., on July 18. 
ju st a week after hi* wild flight J 
began for th e purpose, he testified, 
of getting back to Chicago to see 
his wife, Mary’, 
whose 
love 
he 
feared he was losing.
